DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

200  visits  have  been  paid  to  45  farms  where  580  cattle  are  kept. 
Improvements  have  been  carried  out  to  mistles  and  sheds  during  the 
Summer  months,  including  repairs  to  sheds,  lighting  and  ventilation. 
We  have  33  farms  with  dairies  and  10  with  no  dairies.  All  should  hare 
dairies  for  keeping  of  milk  and  milk  utensils. 

DRAIN  AND  DRATN  INSPECTIONS. 

Complaints  were  received  where  drains  were  choked,  these  received 
early  attention.  94  inspections  made. 

BAKE-HOUSES. 

The  12  bakehouses  are  clean  and  limewashed  twice  yearly  as  bye-law. 
All  have  been  visited  twice  yearly. 

SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

6  smoke  observations  have  been  taken  of  4  chimneys.  The  observa¬ 
tions  were  of  30  minutes’  duration,  and  the  results  were  in  all  cases  good. 

DISINFECTIONS. 

110  houses  and  2  schools  have  been  stoved  and  disinfected.  Disin¬ 
fecting  powder  and  liquid  are  given  free  to  residents  in  the  district.  9  to 
10  a.m.  daily. 

EXTINCTION  OF  RATS. 

Rat  poison  is  given  free  to  residents  who  apply  for  same,  together 
with  instructions  as  to  its  use.  During  November,  Rat  Week,  one  man 
was  employed  3  days,  laying  bait  in  known  rat  runs  and  suspected  places. 
In  all  300  baits  were  laid  and  poison  to  the  value  of  £3  was  purchased. 

HOUSING  REPORT. 

During  the  year  33  new  houses  have  been  built  by  private  enterprise, 
which  are  of  the  working-class  type.  Private  building  is  still  proceeding 
in  Fleet  Lane  and  Shelf  Moor. 

INSPECTION  OF  NEW  HOUSES. 

50  visits  have  been  paid  to  houses  in  course  of  erection  re  concrete 
footing,  foundation,  damp  courses,  air  space,  walls  and  light,  and 
certificates  issued  on  completion. 

TIPS  AND  ASH  COLLECTION. 

We  have  in  all  three  tips  for  the  Queensbury  Area,  one  at  Pineberry 
Quarry  is  used  mostly.  This  tip  is  rented  by  the  Council  and  will  serve 
the  district  for  a  number  of  years. 

We  have  a  tip  at  Windy  Bank  for  that  area. 
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In  Shell'  Area  there  is  a  tip  rented  by  the  Council  on  the  Brighouse 
and  Denholme  Road.  The  tips  are  in  good  condition,  and  no  complaints 
have  been  received.  Bins  are  collected  on  Tuesdays,  Wednesdays  and 
Fridays  by  motor,  which  have  done  excellent  work  throughout  the  year. 
On  other  days  horses  and  carts  are  used  for  privy  middens  and  dry 
ashpits.  Total  number  of  loads  removed  from  middens,  etc.,  1058  and 
number  of  bins  collected,  122,249,  at  a  total  cost  of  £1247  Os.  Od.

SEWERAGE. 

QUEENSBURY. 

We  have  had  very  little  trouble  with  the  sewers  being  choked.  No 
new  sewer  has  been  lain.  We  have  had  no  trouble  with  the  sewerage 
at  the  works.  The  sewage  is  treated  by  the  system  of  Detritus  Tanks, 
Precipitation  Tanks,  Percolating  Filters,  Sludge  Beds  and  Humus  Tanks. 
There  is  also  some  treated  by  the  land  treatment,  ridge  and  furrow. 
The  outfall  wmrks  have  been  able  to  easily  cope  with  the  flow.  Samples 
have  been  taken  from  time  to  time  by  the  Rivers’  Board  Inspector  but 
no  complaint  has  been  received  as  to  the  quality'  of  the  dischaiged 
effluent.  As  more  houses  are  built  more  sludge  beds  will  be  required. 

SHELF. 

There  are  two  sewerage  wmrks  here,  Wood  Fall  and  Dumb  Brook. 
Wood  Fall  receives  about  two-thirds  of  the  effluent  and  Lumb  Brook, 
one-third.  The  Wood  Fall  works  are  by  the  system  of  Detritus  Tanks, 
Precipitation  Tanks,  Percolating  Filters  and  Humus  Tanks.  Those  works 
are  rather  overworked  to  get  a  good  effluent,  and  some  improvement  is 
needed.  At  Lumb  Brook  the  system  is  Detritus  Tanks,  Precipitation 
Tanks,  Percolating  Filters,  but  no  Humus  Tank.  The  flow  to  these 
works  is  not  so  great  and  the  provision  ol  a  Humus  lank  would  greatly 
improve  the  effluent. 


The  Council  are  considering  a  scheme  to  improve  both  works,  Wood 
Fall  to  be  extended,  Lumb  Brook  t.o  be  extended  or  taken  to  Rrighouse 
for  treatment. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

QUEENSBURY. 

We  have  now  a  good  supply  to  all  parts  of  the  district.  No  new 
mains  have  been  laid  during  the  year.  The  water  supply  comes  from  a 
Bradford  source  at  Thornton  Moor.  Samples  have  been  taken  from  time 
to  time,  the  result  proving  it  to  be  a  pure  and  wholesome  supply.  The 
Bradford  Main  comes  direct  through  Mountain  and  down  Albert  Road, 
near  the  Council  Offices  a  connection  is  made  with  the  Bradford  Main 
which  then  flows  through  the  meter  direct  into  the  Queensbury  Main. 
This  supply  feeds  half  of  the  district.  The  reservoir  is  used  for  storage 
and  to  feed  the  new  6-in.  main.  The  supply  to  the  Mountain  area  which 
was  by  pumping  water  into  the  tower  and  then  flowing  by  gravitation  to 
the  Mountain  area,  did  not  give  an  adequate  supply,  so  the  Council  have 
pulled  the  old  engine  and  pump  out  and  installed  an  up-to-date  Booster 
Pump  plant.  This  has  given  a  very  good  supply  to  this  area  and  a  much 
needed  improvement. 

The  water  supply  at  Shelf  comes  direct  from  the  Bradford  Mains, 
the  Council  being  responsible  for  its  distribution.  All  the  district  has  a 
good  and  plentiful  supply.
